Mark your highest limit or bid on the bid sheet, and we will buy 
as much under this price. as other actual bids permit . Get your 
bids in before the date of sale. Don't wait until the last minute. 
Help us with our work and we will help you get something. 

The usual charge of 5% will be made for executing your bids, 
and for packing and sending out material. No charge is made on 
anything not actually purchased. Postage and express is paid by 
the purchaser. 

Receipted bills are not sent out after your remittance as this is 
unnecessary. Your check, draft or money order itself is a receipt.
